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Mayor Plain defends his freedom of speech 


Mayor Dick Plain was told 
to watch his tongue at St. 
Albert council Monday night 
after being chided for mak- 
ing remarks last month on 
the 41 percent tax hike for St. 
Albert Catholic School Dis- 
trict #3 supporters. 

While the specific remarks 
were never brought up by 
council, Councillor Margaret 
Smith caused quite a stir 
when she introduced a 
motion which would have 
effectively muzzled Mayor 
Plain if it had been given 
approval by council. 

The remarks had allegedly

Although Mr. Thiele did 
not back his argument that 
St. Albert had less street 
cleaning equipment than 11 
years ago with statistics, he 
thought the town’s efforts at 
street cleaning were a dis- 
grace. 

‘*Churchill Avenue is a 
disgrace,’ he said, ‘‘with 
sand and dust it’s like 
caravan across the Arabian 
Desert.”’ 

Mr. Thiele was stung by a 
reply the mayor gave him on 
the street cleaning problem 
and it was just as well Counc. 
Lukay decided to have the

been made at an earlier press 
conference on the St. Albert 
budget this year. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
told the mayor he had the 
right to make these remarks 
but they ‘‘have to be 
tempered with discretion.’’ 

There was even a refer- 
ence to a ‘‘Napoleonic synd- 
rome’’ as the councillor 
addressed Mayor Plain, but 
Coun. Throndson pointed out 
this could be applied to the 
whole council. 

Mayor Plain stuck to his 
rights when discussing the 
motion from Coun. Smith 
that council direct the mayor 
not to make public state- 
ments about other boards’ 
policies, unless they affected 
St. Albert. 

‘*As an individual, anda 
mayor, I have the right to 
express my opinion outside 
of council and I will do so,”’ 
said Mayor Plain. 

As a professional econo- 
mist, he had the right to 
make comments on economic 
matters, the mayor added. 


When the council chamb- 
ers threatened to blow up 
with the discussion on Coun. 
Smith’s motion, the coun- 
cillor was happy to withdraw 
the contentious issue. 

‘*I’m happy to withdraw 
my motion,’’ she said, ‘‘it 
seems there is some general 
concensus we do not inter- 
fere with other autonomous 
boards.’’ 

‘‘I’m not interested in 
increasing restrictions,’’ she 
continued, ‘‘but clarification, 
if individuals go beyond the 
limits of good judgement.”’ 

The notice of withdrawal 
brought a subdued tempest 
from Councillor Frank Lukay. 
He thought that to present, 
then withdraw a motion such 
as Coun. Smith had done was 
‘“‘unfair.’’ For good measure, 
he said that he was highly 
concerned about the increas- 
es Catholic School supporters 
would have to carry this 
coming year. 

Coun. Smith's motion to 
place the muzzle on the 
mayor was doubly wiped off 
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the slate since she withdrew 
the motion herself only to see 
council make absolutely sure 
of it when it was defeated 
6-1. 

Earlier Councillor Gary 
Wetsch suggested he didn’t 
think this was the right way 
to treat a municipal leader. 
Council didn’t have the rtght 
to restrain (freedom of 
speech), only to chide some- 
one if they were indiscrete. 

This feeling was echoed by 
Councillor Barry Breadner. 
‘*The motion is not enfor- 
ceable or fair,’’ he said, 
‘‘and it is regrettable we 
have come forward with this 
on our mayor or council.’’ 

However, another motion 
from Coun. Smith, that 
council stick with the opinion 
that Mayor Plain’s comments 
on the tax hike were his own 
and not council's was carried 


-4-3. 


Coun. Wetsch said he 
didn’t know why that motion 
was in front of council; it was 
an ‘‘off track motion as to the

‘We're being used asa 
football between the two 
groups,’’ said hospital board 
Chairman John de Bruijn, 
‘‘and we'll reply to the 
committee in that tone, with 
a copy to the Commission, 
(The Alberta Hospital Ser- 
vices Commission.) 

There were also com- 
plaints at the meeting that an 
expansion submission from 
the Edmonton General Hos- 
pital had not been referred 
back to the technical refer- 
ences committee, an Ad Hoc 
Committee of the EAPC.

strengthen the individual’s 
ties with his community and 
how we can use regional 
urban planning to protect 
existing residential areas. 

This paper does not 
express Commission policy 
or even necessarily trends in 
Commission policy. It is 
intended, rather, to encour- 
age public debate and dis- 
cussion of the issues so that 
when we make choices about 
how to manage growth, we 
are making decisions with an 
understanding of the trade- 
offs and consequences.

Tennis courts

A request to have St. 
Albert resurface the Sunset 
Tennis Courts over the town 
water reservoir was given 
close scrutiny by town 
council at its regular meeting 
last Monday night.

Coun. Lukay said pro- 
blems might be experienced 
if the surface was changed, 
particularly with concrete, 
since this expands in the sun 
through heat absorption.

School District No. 3 by filing nomination papers and being elected to the position of School 
Trustee. Hers was the only one filed. Mrs. Smith was sworn in at the Board meeting held on 
Monday night [May 3]. Her father, Mr. Neil Ross, served as trustee from 1945-47. During 
this time the country schools were all closed and the busing of these students to St. Albert 
schools began. O’Donnel, Bellerose, Gilbow, St. Leon and Cunningham closed in 1945-46 
and Villeneuve closed the following year. Mrs. Sadie Ross served as trustee from 1963-70 
and was the first woman in St. Albert to be elected to public office. During this time St.

The final portion of Dr. 
Zielinski’s report discussed 
the system of teacher eval- 
uation. At present only 
Albert Lacombe uses the 


self-evaluation method, whi- , 


le the teachers in the other 
schools are evaluated by the 
school administrator, (Prin- 
cipal). Following each eval- 
uation a conference is held 
between the administrator, 
the teacher concerned and, if 
involved in the evaluation, 
the superintendent. 

The objectives of teacher 
evaluation are: (1) to assess 
the overall school program to 
determine how well it is 
progressing towards prede- 
termined goals, (2) to pro- 
vide a basis for improving 
instruction, (3) To motivate 
teachers to render their 
highest level of professional 
service, (4) To help teachers 
succeed, (5S) To provide a 
basis for making admini- 
strative decisions (the refusal 
of granting of a continuing 
contract, (6) To provide a 
basis for developing effective 
personnel policies (transfers, 
leaves of abscence, etc.), to 
satisfy. administaiive Tequl- 
rements. 

Visits are made early in 
the year to all teachers new 
to the system by the principal 
in all cases, by the deputy 
superintendent to special 
classes, kindergartens and 
elementary classes, or by the 
superintendent, to junior and 
senior high classes. 

Several informal visits are 
made after which sugges- 
tions are made for improve- 
ments, and subsequent foll- 
ow-up visits are made to see 
if improvements have been

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made. A formal visit is made 
by the Superintendent, foll- 
owed a discussion with the 
teacher and the principal. 
Evaluation sheets are used 
and evaluation by teacher, 
principal and superintendent 
are compared. If the work of 
the teacher is satisfactory a 
report is made, but if there 
are improvements to be 
made a memorandum is first 
submitted, followed by fur- 
ther visits to check on 
improvements and a report is 
subsequently made. Second 
year teachers must be visited 
prior to recommendation for 
a permanent teaching cer- 
tificate. 

In the future a committee 
will be set up to organize 
evaluation criteria, and ex- 
tend the evaluation to in- 
clude administrators. The 
Board will also be looking at 
other evaluation methods as 
suggested by the Edmonton 
Council. 

The next item on the 
agenda concerned a letter 


received from the St. Albert 
Safety Council requesting 
that a representative be sent 
to a meeting to conduct 
further study into the High- 
way Traffic Act which regu- 
lates traffic approaching a 
school bus which is either 
loading or unloading. A 
motion was made and carried 
that a representative should 
be sent. 


JOINT USE BUSING 


The next discussion cent- 
ered on a letter received from 
the St. Albert School District 
No. 6 requesting that District 
3 take part in a Joint School 
Board meeting on May 10 on 
the topic of student trans- 
portation. This discussion 
involves the assessment of 
fees for the use of busing 
facilities, and the joint use of 
these facilities by both school 
boards. Members of the 
District 3 Board were against 
the charging of fees and Mrs. 
Lockert suggested that Dis- 


trict No. 6 be made aware of 
their feelings on this matter. 

Mrs. Lockert brought up 
two other issues of im- 
portance; the first was the 
possible purchase of a bike 
safety education kit and the 
second was the traffic viola- 
tions evident in the high 
school parking lot. The 
bicycle kit was developed by 
a police officer and a school 
principal in response to the 
numerous accidents involv- 
ing bikes and children. The 
kit includes video-tapes, 
slides and illustrative mat- 
erials and costs $40. It was 
moved that further informa- 
tion would be brought to the 
next board meeting. The 
secretary Mr. Soetaert was 
instructed to write a letter to 
the administrator reminding 
the town of the parking 
problems at St. Albert High 
School. 

The meeting was adjour- 
ned at approximately 8:40 
p.m. 


Board acts as stooges 


says Trustee Cuts 


The suvject of the pio- 
posed West Grandin core 
school again came up for 
discussion at the regular 
meeting of the St. Albert 
Protestant Separate School 
District No. 60n Wednesday, 
April 28. Should the board 
continue the fight for an 8 by 
8 school (eight classrooms 
with provision for eight 
portable additions) or should 
it accept the 6 by 6 school 
approved by the School 
Buildings Branch of Alberta 
Education? This was the 
dilemma facing trustees. 
Ultimately, they settled for 
the lesser offering. 

Chairman Bill Webber in- 
formed his fellow trustees 
that St. Albert MLA Ernie 
Jamison had spoken with the 
minister of education in 
connection with the decision 
by the School Buildings 
Branch to limit the school to 
a6 by 6. Apparently, the 
minister indicated that he 
would not reverse the de- 
cision made by his depart- 
ment. Mr. Jamison also told 
Chairman Webber that a 
meeting could be arranged 
between the minister and the 
trustees if desired. 

Mr. Webber said to the 
board that he was doubtful 
that a meeting with the 
minister would be advan- 
tageous and, in fact, it might 
cause further delay to the 
construction of the proposed 
school. He felt that the 
district had made a worthy 
attempt to gain an 8 by 8 
school. Now there was little 
alternative but to approve a 6 
by 6 school which he made 
into a motion. 


Trustee Dr. W. Cuts dis- 
agrecu completely. He said 
that a town the size of St. 
Albert did not merit a 6 by 6 
school in any location. He 
was angered by the School 
Buildings Branch decision. 
‘‘They tell us where to build 
and what to build!’’ he con- 
tended. Dr. Cuts did not 
think that it left much 
authority with trustees, if 
any at all. He remarked that 
the board is ‘‘acting as a 
bunch of stooges for the 
government.”’ 

The motion was carried 
with Dr. Cuts in opposition. 
Trustee Don Munro advised 
board members that he 
wished to see a meeting with 
the minister to discuss school 
sizes and other items.

District 3 reduces travel time to bilingual kindergarten 


Reduced travelling time 
for the fall term is the only 
change at present in District 
3 policy concerning bilingual 
education. This information 
evolved from a meeting held 
at the District office on 
Monday, April 27.

Mr. George Soetaert, de- 
puty superintendent, was 
given the task of investi- 
gating some alternatives. He 
concluded that parents of 
children attending the Gran- 
din School were happy with 
the program but unhappy 
with the transportation. At 
Grandin School lessons are 
conducted in the French 
language. Some students 
were getting on the bus at 
7:20 a.m. and returning at 


5:15 p.m. 

The deputy superinten- 
dent called in Mr. Adam 
Hauptman, bus supervisor, 
to discuss the situation and 
to see if some improvement 
could be introduced for the 
fall term. 

It was subsequently de- 
cided that a feeder system 
could be implemented in the 
fall with one bus operating 
on one side of the highway 
and another on the other 
side. This would mean that 
the first pick-up for both 
buses would be 8 a.m., 40 
minutes later than at pres-

On second thoughts, is the idea to develop Big Lake, that 
vast stretch of fairly shallow water next to St. Albert, into a 
Coney Island for St. Albertans and Edmontonians such a far 


sighted one anyway? 


The area is a paradise right now for all sorts of aquatic birds 
and mammals and there is little doubt that this would all be 
severely disturbed even if the water level was raised the 
proposed foot and a half maximum. If the water level was 
raised four feet, a few farmers would be out more than just 


duck hunting. 


Mayor Dick Plain is to be commended for publicizing this 
beautiful natural resource which does seem to go unnoticed 
by everyone but the casual boater or canoeist who decides to 
get away from it all by just taking off into the Sturgeon River 


and heading for Big Lake. 


There is no reason why people should not enjoy Big Lake 
as much as the ducks and muskrats, but if the development 
of the lake as a recreation resort is to go ahead, the studies 
on the environment and the wildlife will have to be 


scrupulous. 


A press tour of the lake with the mayor and the director of 
Parks and Recreation was highly enjoyable. But at the back 
of one’s mind was the thought, *‘Heck, if one small motor 
beat disturbs the wildlife so much, what will raising the 
water level do, and many more powered boats too?” 


Caution would seem to be the order of the day if the lake is 
to be developed in a way which represents no harm to the 
environmental status quo and the maximum benefit of the 


people.

Press enjoy Big Lake wilderness 


Ducks, muskrat, fish jum- 
ping, wading and marsh 
birds all put on a great 
display for a press tour of Big 
Lake last Thursday afternoon 
spearheaded in a Tercier 
Marine boat by St. Albert 
Mayor Dick Plain. 

According to the mayor, 
Big Lake is a totally under- 
utilized recreation resource 
and he emphasized this point 
time and time again to 
members of the media who 
were accompanying him on 
the hour long trip. 

The tour took in about five 
miles of river and lake. With 
the mayor was Director of 
Parks and Recreation for St. 
Albert Lorne Wood. 

Anyone who has been out 
to Big Lake, once you leave 
the trestle bridge and head 
out on the Sturgeon River to 
deeper waters, could not 
possibly doubt the recreation 
potential of the area. It is 
hard to believe that just to 
the south east is a population 
approaching half a million. 
The margins of the 16 square 
miles lake area are still 
wilderness and literally crawl 
with wildlife. 

Mayor Plain and the 
provincial. government were 
not the first ones to realize 
the recreation potential of 
Big Lake. Way back in 1912, 
St. Albert resident Fleury 
Perron ran a paddle steamer 
on the lake with a dance 
pavilion to boot. 

The lake varies in depth 
from four to six feet, with 
depths of up to 12 feet where 
natural potholes occur. Nitty 
gritty studies of Big Lake 
exist and St. Albert has just 
asked the provincial govern- 
ment’s Department of the 
Environment to carry out 
further studies on the area. 

There is an obvious need 
to get the waterways leading 
to the lake proper deepened. 
During the press tour, as a 
large muskrat sunned itself 
blissfully on a reed bed 
nearby, the tour boat got 
stuck in some shallows, 
leading Mayor Plain to 
comment: “‘You can see why 
we need to raise the water 
level.” 

Mayor Plain says he thinks 
the reason why the lake is so 
underutilized is because it 
has not been publicized en- 
ough. 

As two fish jumped out of 
the lake, the mayor, smoking 
philosophically on his pipe. 
pointed out you could have a 
great time camping and the 
area was perfect for day time 
recreation. He envisaged 


some areas of the Big Lake 
park set aside for parking 
and others where the envir- 
onment would be left virtual- 
ly untouched. 

‘‘Perhaps it has not 
dawned on people they had a 
body of water that could be 
used for their pursuits,”’ 
Mayor Plain said. 

Edmonton Regional Plan- 
ning Commission studies on 
Big Lake which the mayor 
handed out to the press 
before the tour show that 
large areas adjacent to the 
lake will not be split up into 
residential acreages; this is 
so that wildlife habitat 
remains undisturbed. As you 
move further away from the 
lake, development is restric- 
ted to parcels of land greater 
than 20 acres. 

A Big Lake wildlife study 
shows that the preferred 
increase in the water level is 
around the one to one and a 
half foot mark. In fact such a 
rise in water depth would 
help muskrat productivity, 
but additional water could 
interfere slightly with water- 
fowl brood rearing and feed- 
ing. 

One of the main dangers to 
wildlife would be indiscrim- 
inate development of private 
smallholdings in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the lake. 

The Big Lake wildlife 
study shows significant de- 
velopment would rule out the 
possibility of establishing a 
breeding population of Can- 
ada Geese. 

Ideally, Big Lake as a 
recreation resource could be 
divided into three categories. 
There would be picnicking, 
tenting and boating, (it is not 
made clear how this would 
affect wildlife), then there 
would be trail walks, bird 
watching, camping and off- 
shore hunting. Scientific 
groups, bird clubs, natural 
history groups and hunting 
recreation groups, would be 
the most unobtrusive forms 
of activity for the area. 

Mayor Plain also empha- 
sizes that once water control 
gates have been placed at a 
point on the Sturgeon River, 
there will be benefits of flood 
control and flow regulation, 
as well as water storage. 

There are also 11 unde- 
veloped access routes lead- 
ing to the lake edge which 
would be suitable for vehicle 
use, if the Department of 
Highways begins to maintain 
them. 

“it’s recreation which 
makes the whole thing 
realistic,"" Mayor Plain says. 
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Mayor Richard Plain and members of the media climb 
aboard the motor boat which took them on a tour of Big Lake

Ambulance services in St. Albert 


A number of groups and 
individuals in our community 
have perceived a need for a 
St. Albert based ambulance 
service. During the course of 
the past year the Civil 
Service has examined this 
matter in considerable detail. 
A document entitled ‘* Report 
on Ambulance Services’’ has 
been prepared for consider- 
ation by the council and by 
the general public. The re- 
commendations contained in 
the report are as follows: 

#1 ‘‘That St. Albert esta- 
blish a 24 hour fully manned 
paramedic level of emer- 
gency care service for the 
benefit of its citizens.’’ 

#2 ‘‘That the area to be 
served by the emergency 
care system be that served 
by the Sturgeon General 
Hospital.” 

#3 ‘‘That negotiations be 
commenced with municipal- 
ities within the area to be 
served to enter into written 
agreements which will en- 
sure the benefit of the 
emergency system is made 
available to their citizens.” 

#4 ‘That a person having 
the minimum qualifications 
of a registered emergency 
paramedic be hired to head 
and direct the emergency 
care system.”’ 

#5 ‘That an additional 
bay be constructed onto the 
St. Albert Fire Hall in Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue to 
accommodate two (2) ambu- 
lances and the offices for the 
ambulance service; and”’ 

#6 ‘‘That a 911 emergency 
telephone service be esta- 


blished in St. Albert.” 

The projected operating 
budget for a full year’s 
operation (2 vehicles plus a 
staff of 9 full time persons) is 
as follows:

Students get look at different lifestyle on Cuban tour 


On March 27, 16 students 
and teacher-escorts from 
Paul Kane flew to Cuba for a 
10 day exposure to the 
communist-ruled island. Th- 
ey returned on April 4 
thoroughly satisfied with 
their trip and what they had 
learned. 

The students from Paul 
Kane were part of a group of 
113 young people from all 
over Canada. They toured 
the country in air-condi- 
tioned buses which sported 
stereo tape decks, a bar, a 
barmaid, two drivers and a 
tour guide. They stayed in 
fairly modern hotels and ate 
Canadian food. (On the one 
occasion that Cuban food was 
served the Canadians were 
less than enthusiastic about 
it). The customary beverage 
at mealtime was beer; 
alcohol was available to 
almost all ages. The Cuban 
culture is much more open 
and liberal on the question of 
age limits for alcohol, similar 
to the cultures of Europe. 
The music most commonly 
heard was that of the 
Caribbean - Calypso, al- 
though it was possible to 
tune in some radio stations 
from Florida. 

All those who participated 
in the journey agreed that 
they had been well-hosted, 
and had had a really good 
time. The one thing that 
stood out in most memories 
was the liberal use of propa- 
ganda - billboards, posters, 
newspapers, radio broad- 
casts, everything. ‘‘Fidel,’’ 
as the people call Castro, is 
almost idolized; everything 
that is right and good in 


Cuba is a result of the 1959 
revolution, everything that 
has brought unhappiness or 
problems was caused by the 
imperialists of the world, 
primarily those of the United 
States. 

The people of Cuba are 
very poor - peasants, but all 
races live side by side 
without discrimination. The 
notion that all the needs of 
the people are satisfied 
““free’’ is a very important 
part of the society. In actual 
money terms, everything is 
free but the people of the 
country pay by working for 
the government and giving 
up all their possessions. 
Many peasants give their 
land to ‘‘Fidel’’ in return for 
government-buili apartmen- 
ts which provide the basic 
living accommodation and 
household furnishings - a 
black and white TV, a 
refrigerator, a stove and a 
small salary commensurate 
to the amount of land which 
they gave up. This type of 
communal arrangement is 
called a ‘collective farm.’ 

The children of Cuba are 
educated for free up to grade 
six. The students live in 
dorms at the school during 
the week, thus enabling 
them to work in the fields 
after classes - a type of work 
experience. There are three 
school divisions in all, grades 
1-6, 7-10, and 11-13. Some 
students are chosen to 
continue in the school system 
their future careers pre- 
determined by the school 
authorities. To be ‘great’ in 
their field of study, students 
must be politically ‘pure.’ 


DON’T WAIT TILL YOU'RE 


The general standard of 
living is much higher than it 
was before the Revolution. 
Medical standards are stres- 
sed, clothing is distributed to 
the people, and adequate 
food is assured, but the 
people are limited in where 
they go, what they say, what 
they buy, and even what they 
eat. Many of the items that 
are reasonably priced for the 
tourists are either available 
only to the tourists or carry 
increased price tags for the 
people of the country. Cub- 
ans are not free to choose the 
food they want in a res- 
taurant, or the better quality 
garments in a clothing store. 

Although the peasants 
enjoy a higher standard of 
living than they ever have 
before and are taught to 
scorn the material life of 
capitalist countries, they 
desire many of the things 
which we take for granted. 
For example, ball point pens, 
gum and clothing made of 
printed or synthetic fabrics 
can be sold on the black 
market for incredible am- 
ounts of money. For this 
reason tourists are required 
to account for their money 
and keep a record of all their 
purchases. 

A vital part of the com- 
munist propaganda system is 
the news media, in particular 
the newspaper. There is only 
one paper, which is printed 
in Spanish except for a few 
copies. There is no advertis- 
ing of course since there is no 
opposition to the govern- 
ment. Most of the news 
items concern Cuba or Cuban 
issues (Cuban involvement in

Historic Pincher Creek buildin 


The Timothee Lebel Man- 
sion, the northwest wing of 
St. Vincent’s Hospital in 
Pincher Creek, has been 
designated a Registered Hi- 
storic Site by the Minister of 
Culture, the Hon. Horst A. 
Schmid. 

One of Pincher Creek’s 
landmarks, the brick house 
was constructed by bus- 
inessman Timothee Lebel 
about 1909, and served as his 
residence until 1924. Mr. 
Lebel was one of the earliest 
merchants in Pincher Creek, 
arriving in 1884. In partner- 
ship with Charles Kettles, he 
started a general mercantile 
store that became one of the 
largest in the area, serving 
the district until 1917. Forty 
years after Timothee Lebel’s 
arrival in Pincher Creek, he 
donated his residence to the 
Roman Catholic Order Les 
Filles de Jesus, for use as a 
hospital. Until very recently, 
this building formed the core 
of the St. Vincent’s Hospital. 
Later wings were added to 
the south and east. 

Architecturally, the brick 
structure exhibits French

AMBULANCE SERVICES 
surfaced again with Coun- 
cillor Myrna Fyfe bringing 
the topic up. Council want to 
educate the public about the 
alternatives and types of 
ambulance service available. 
Coun. Fyfe thought this was 
fine but was wary about 
going into too much detail at 
this stage. 

When Jun2 c asus infor- 
mation goes out » the public 
soon, Coun. Fyfe said she 
would like to see the simple 
question: ‘‘Do you: favour a 
municipally operated am- 
bulance service in St. Al- 
bert?”’ 

There wasn’t much point 
in going into all the compli- 
cations, she pointed out after 
the meeting, if at the end of 
it all the public were not even 
interested in a service. 

“If we get into mills and 
types of service we’ll not be 
able to educate the public to 
the alternatives,’’ she stated. 

Ambulance services will 
come up at the committee of 
the whole meeting next 
Monday where the whole 
topic will be thrashed out in 
full. Councillor Frank Lukay 
feels the public should be 
made aware in summary of 
the .ypes of service which are 
available. 

And even with the delay, if 
council do decide to give the 
public the whole works, there 
is still time to get the

The Board of St. Albert School District No. 3 would like 
io clarify a rather confusing picture which has 
developed concerning the mill rate increase,for 
educational purposes. 


The difference between our projected increase for the 
average homeowner and the Mayor's projected 
increase occurred primarily because of confusion 
arising from the Town's estimate of the average 
residential assessment. We were, therefore, in error in

With respect to the 41% increase in the educational 
mill rate it must be remembered that in 1975 the Board 
reduced the mill rate by 18%. The mill rate being 
charged is still well within the maximum amount 
allowed by the Provincial Government. Many other 
school districts have had to go to the maximum and 
some may be forced into a plebiscite situation.

30 beds axed for summer at hospital 


The Sturgeon General 
Hospital will only be func- 
tioning on 70 out of 100 beds 
as an economy measure over 
June, July and August. 

And at the regular meeting 
of the Sturgeon Hospital 
Board April 28 fears were 
expressed that the hospital 
would be undercutting itself 
when the ‘‘cocooning’’ did 


” take place. 


‘‘What if there was an 
emergency?’’ asked board 
member Armand Donais. 

The closed ward could be 
reactivated, Hospital Ad- 
ministrator Cliff Keyes said. 

The board feels that by 
cutting back by 30 beds in 
the summer, they will be 
able to save $50,000 on the 
budget, without any cut back 
in staff. 

Patients from the closed 
ward would be located on 
either the third or fourth 
floors of the hospital. 

Hospital Board Chairman 
John de Bruijn said that the

closing of the 30 beds was ‘‘a 
practical approach in creat- 
ing some budget saving,’’ 
since 85 to 95 percent of the 
budget went on salaries. If 
the board could no longer 
effect savings, then the ‘‘no 
layoff policy would have to go 
out the window.”’ 

While the axing of the 30 
beds may seem a harsh 
move, it was confirmed at the 
board meeting that use of 
beds is down by two-thirds in 
the summer anyway. While 
the board discussed the clos- 
ure, there was talk of a new 
10 bed self care service for 
low risk patients, though 
this is set for some time in 
the future. 

Before the discussion on 
the closing off of one ward 
surfaced, there was some 
good budget news for the 
hospital. After a special 
meeting with Health Minis- 
ter Gordon Miniely, the 
Sturgeon Board was granted 
an extra $30,000 for this 


year’s budget, in spite of the 
government freeze on spen- 


ding. The ‘‘gift’’ is tempered 
by the fact the board carried 
a $78,000 deficit from last 
year.

Indians play Indians 


in new movie 


For once, Indians are 
playing Indians, acting out a 
story which many have lived 
through themselves, a story 
that is often difficult, some- 
times tragic. 

Buckley Petawabano, a 
Cree, and Ojibway Johnny 
Yesno are the stars. Chief 
Dan George of Hollywood’s 
Little Big Man fame makes a 
guest appearance. 

Even the extras are In- 
dians, playing themselves in 
real-life situations. 

These are some of the 
ingredients of the NFB’s 
70-minute feature film Cold 
Journey, the story of 15 year 
old Buckley, a Cree raised in 
the residential schools, the 
integration experiments, the 
language and culture of the 
white man’s world. He’s lost, 
looking for home. 

The film is ready for the 
public but it won’t go the way 
of a big city opening. 

Cold Journey premiers in 
Ive Pas, Manitoba, acom- 
munity of 30,000 and one of 
the biggest Indian reserves 
in Canada. The home of the 
Trappers’ Festival, about 600 
miles north of Winnipeg. It’s 
also one of the three main 
locations where the film was 
shot. 

Based on the success of 
this opening, the film will be 
booked in several theatres 
across the Prairies, mainly in 
the small communities close 
to native populations. 

There will be special 
screenings at the films’ two 
other locations, the Piapot 
Indian Reserve north of 
Regina where they filmed a 
Pow Wow, and at Pelican 
Narrows in Northern Sask- 
atchewan. 

‘*We want to bring the film 
first to the people it was 
made for. It’s too important 
to be killed off by big-city 
indifference,’’ says Martin 
Defalco, the film’s director. 

Johnny Yesno and other 
members of the native com- 
munity, were involved not 
just in the making of the film 
but will work in distributing 
and promoting it. 

Because they have better 
access to the communica- 


tions channels in native 
communities, they’ll be pro- 
moting the film among the 
band councils and native 
organizations in each pro- 
vince. 

““We hope to reach the 
entire native population of 
Canada,”’ says Defalco. 

The NFB’s original idea 
was to make the film for and 
with the native community. 
Johnny Yesno participated in 
writing the film’s commen- 
tary and does the narration. 

There were Indians on the 
film crew, trained in previous 
months through an NFB 
native film-training project. 

Cold Journey was first 
shown at the annual meeting 
of the National Indian Bro- 
therhood ‘‘to see if we 
succeeded in all our noble 
intentions,’’ explains Defal- 
co. 

It appears they have, 
because the film got an over- 
whelming endorsement from 
this national body, repre- 
senting Canada’s Indian 
population. 

Cold Journey is not simply 
an Indian film. As a drama, it 
appeals to any theatre aud- 
ience. Yet while it is fiction, 
its facts are those of a 
documentary, ‘‘a true-to-life 
portrayal of a situation that 
98 percent of Indians are 
facing,’ points out Defalco. 

And for them, the film is 
worth a thousand hours of 
explaining the world of the 
Indian. 

Cold Journey is an auth- 
entic look at modern-day 
Indian lifestyles. There are 
glimpses of the crisis of 
cultural identity, the diffi- 
culties of the education sys- 
tem and the impact of 
western culture. 

Like Chief Dan George, 
the film has no answers but 
by showing facets of this 
complex problem accurately 
and forcefully it does provoke 
a lot of questions. 

“*If audiences are ready for 
something other than a 
Hollywood cowboys and In- 
dians stereotype, then Cold 
Journey will be an important 
film,’’ says Defalco.

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Report from Parliament Hill

On April 13th, the Gov- 
ernment announced the fed- 
eral dairy program for the 
year 1976-77, a program 
which spells some bad news 
for the consuming public and 
producer alike. Market pri- 
ces for dairy products will 
increase thereby perhaps 
reducing consumption and 
the actual returns to the 
producer could well be red- 
uced. 

The major points of the 
program are as follows: 

*As a result of increased 
production costs, the target 
price for industrial milk has 
been raised by 43¢ per 
hundredweight, from $11.02 
to $11.45. To reach this 
year’s target, consumers will 
pay S¢ more for a pound of 
butter and 4¢ more for a 
pound of skim milk powder. 

*Retroactive from April

Ist, the direct federal sub- 
sidy paid to industrial milk 
and cream producers will be 
$2.66 per hundred Ibs. of 
milk, unchanged from last 
year. 

*Domestic requirements 
for industrial milk for 1976- 
77 are estimated at 95 million 
hundredweight. This will be 
the maximum volume eli- 
gible for the direct subsidy. 
Payments to each producer 
will be made on up to 94.5% 
of his deliveries within 
market share quota. A levy of 
$8.60 per cwt. will be 
charged to producers shipp- 
ing more than 94.5% of their 
individual quota. A final 
adjustment will be made at 
year end to assure that the 
$8.60 levy will apply only to 
shipments in excess of 95 
million cwt. 

*The levy on all in-quota 
deliveries has been increased 
from 6S¢ to $1.35 per cwt. to 
subsidize the sale of surplus 
product on the world market. 

*Cheese imports remain 
unchanged at SO million 
pounds for 1976. 

*To accomplish an early 
cutback in production, pro- 
vincial milk marketing ag- 
encies will implement a 
monthly allocation of market 
share quotas to each indivi- 
dual producer. 

*During the year the 
Canadian Dairy Commission 
will consult with provincial 
governments and marketing 
boards to work out a program 
for complete integration of 
their fluid and industrial milk 
markets. 

This new policy paints a 
pretty picture in many ways! 
There is currently a surplus 
of skim milk powder in 
Canada caused by last year’s 
increase in price which, 
combined with nature’s ben- 
eficence, stimulated over- 
production. Instead of being 
raised by the 5% goal, 
production jumped by 16%. 
To subsidize the surplus 
disposal program overseas, 
the levy on milk deliveries is 
being raised to nine times 
what it was two years ago 
and 70¢ more than last year. 
But the amount of increase in

payment for milk is only 43¢ 
a hundredweight and this 
sum is to offset higher 
production costs. So in effect 
the net return to a farmer is 
down once his levies are 
deducted - by 27¢ a hun- 
dredweight. 

The surplus of skim milk 
powder can only be sold 
abroad at prices way below 
cost and in fact it might even 
be difficult to give it away 
because the world market is 
severely depressed by over- 
production in other devel- 
oped countries including the 
U.S., New Zealand and 
Australia. 

It is discouraging to see 
that the Government has 
refused to reduce cheese 
import quotas. Imports of 
cheese have risen tremen- 
dously, from 3i million 
pounds in 1970 to 50 million 
pounds in 1975S. If the Gov- 
ernment had calculated im- 
ports by the traditional 
5-year average method, we 
would for this year have a 
quota of 38 million pounds, a 
limit much more in tune with 
the needs of Canadian pro- 
ducers and the industry.

AIR TRAFFIC

Alberta produces 


30% of honey crop 


Alberta Agriculture statis- 
tics show that despite a poor 
year weatherwise, provincial 
beekeepers produced 30 per- 
cent of Canada’s honey crop 
iast year. 

Although the average yield 
per colony was only 88 
pounds compared with an 
average of 151 pounds in the 
1964-73 period, Alberta bee- 
keepers produced 13.9 mil- 
lion pounds of honey in 1975. 
The average yield per colony 
in 1974 was 115 pounds. 

The number of beekeepers 
increased last year to 2,000 
compared with 1,800 in 1974, 
and an average of 1,310 in 
the 1964-73 period. The 


number of colonies also 
increased to 158,000 com- 
pared with 156,000 in 1974 
and an average of 116,180 in 
the 1964-73 period. 

However, because of the 
poor yields, total production 
for the province fell to 
13,904,000 in 1975 compared 
with 17,940,000 in 1974 and a 
1964-73 average of 17,546,- 
000 pounds. 

The value of Alberta's 
1975 honey crop plus wax 
was $5,765,000 in 1975 
compared with $7,654,000 ir 
1974 and an average ot 
$3,803,000 for the 1964-73 
period. 


STURGEON VALLEY ROAD SYSTEM 


approval to Twin Bridges Gravel Ltd. to go ahead with a 
massive gravel operation one mile east of Villeneuve. 

Gravel extraction will commence on a new quarter 
section [SW 16-54-25] next to the Alberta Concrete 
operation, but is subject to a good road being put in 
before the gravel extraction gets underway. 

A public hearing April 27 on the proposed gravel 
operation underlined that local people would not be in 
favour of the new gravel operation without the promise 
of a suitable road being built. 

The road would have to be built to highway standard 
and would cost $200,000 a mile. Eventually the MD of 
Sturgeon plans to have highway standard road built all 
the way from Villeneuve to Highway Two. 

This would seem to be necessary as gravel traffic to 
the huge Onoway Gravel deposits is bound to increase. 
Surveys have shown there is enough gravel there for 
the next 100 years. 


BACM PROPOSED ANNEXATION 


ST. ALBERT - The MD of Sturgeon received as 
information April 29 a proposal from BACM for a large 
1900 acre residential development north and west of St. 
Albert. 

The proposed development would cater for 7,000 
families. Eight million dollars would be needed to 
develop the residential area which could cater for St. 
Albert’s residential expansion needs for the next 25 
years. 

The areas of the propesed development takes in land 
up to the Villeneuve Road then from Highway Two 
West South to the lake. 


STURGEON VALLEY - The MD of Sturgeon is in the 
process of discussing with its engineers a Sturgeon 
Valley road system to improve access to present and 
future residential developments in the valley area. 

A section of the valley from Highway 28 to 50th 
Street is being looked at for residential development 
and an access road will have to be built to serve it. The 
road would likely tie in with other access routes already 
built in the Namao Ridge area. Besides the Namao 
Ridge residential development, several other quarters 
have been utilized for similar uses in the area.

export markets. Canadian 
farmers are sitting on 30 
million bushels of rapeseed, 
hoping for a price improve- 
ment that may not come. The 
price has dropped to $4.80 a 


bushel from a high 18 
months ago of $9., writes 
Susan Hoeschen in The 


Financial Post, from Winni- 
peg. Grain industry officials 
say the Canadian rapeseed is 
overpticed compared with 
other countries’ production, 
and substitute oils from sun- 
flower seeds, coconuts, or 
soybeans; they are afraid our 
overseas rapeseed markets 
will be permanently usurped 
by the other producers 
offering cheaper substitutes. 

Otto Lang, minister in 
charge of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, has already 
warned farmers to cut back 
on rapeseed production next 
year. Statistics Canada pre- 
dicts 2.3 million acres will be 
devoted to rapeseed this 
year, a drop of 57% from last 
year. Lang is urging farmers 
to increase acreage in all 
other grain but flax. Frank 
Anderson of the Rapeseed 
Association of Canada says 
the next big usage break- 
through will be in rapeseed 
flour. But the product isa 
long way from the market 
place.

Weather influences 


gastroenteritis 


Research carried out by 
the British Ministry of Agri- 
culture’s Central Veterinary 
Laboratory indicates that the 
severity of parasitic gas- 
troenteritis is influenced by 
the weather in the summer 
as well as the fall of the 
previous year. 

The research shows that 
during a dry summer the 
incidence of the condition in 
lambs is low, but that the 
source of infection may build 
up in the ewes with the onset 
of fall and winter rains. The 
ewes then ensure an ample 
reservoir of infection in the 
form of eggs deposited on 
the pasture the following 
spring. These eggs are 
picked up by the lambs 
during grazing. However, 
because the larvae thrive 
under wet conditions, it 
requires a wet summer for 
maximum infection to occur 
in the lambs.

Serious concern over 
Blue Tongue threat 


Paul Hodgman, manager 
of the Alberta Cattle Com- 
mission, said today that his 
organization feels that it is 
essential that Federal and 
Provincial Governments take 
immediate and meaningful 
steps to prevent the present 
outbreak of Blue Tongue in 
B.C. from spreading to 
Alberta. 

Mr. Hodgman said that 
Blue Tongue is a serious 
disease of sheep and that 
although it is not a serious 
problem in cattle, it is known 
that they act as carriers of 
the disease. As a conse- 
quence, Canada's ability to 
maintain our lucrative export 
trade in cattle with other 
countries depends on our 
remaining free of Blue 
Tongue. In addition, recent 
work in the United States, 
where the disease is wide- 
spread, seems to indicate 
that the effects on cattle are 
more serious than was or- 
iginally thought. The out- 
break in the Similkameen 
Valley of B.C. appears to 
have originated in the U.S., 
either through game animals 
or via a bull that was 
imported to the area. The 
Federal Government is mak- 
ing determined efforts to test 


cattle and eliminate reactors 
but their progress is being 
hampered by the rough 
terrain and the fact that 
many cattle in the area have 
already been turned out on 
the range. In the meantime, 
untested cattle are contin- 
uing to move out of the area 
and itis known that some 
cattle from reactor herds 
have come to Alberta. 

The Alberta Cattle Com- 
mission is calling on the 
Federal Government to im- 
mediately test all cattle that 
have moved to Alberta and 
which may be carrying the 
disease and to ensure that no 
more cattie are allowed to 
move out of the area until the 
disease is under control. 
Hodgman pointed out that 
Canada maintains very strict 
test procedures on Blue 
Tongue against cattle from 
the U.S. and that this has 
caused some resentment 
amongst U.S. producers. Mr. 
Hodgman concluded that, if 
we are to maintain any sort of 
credibility with U.S. produ- 
cers and if we are serious 
about containing the disease, 
it is essential that we take 
similar steps against cattle 
coming from a known Blue 
Tongue area in Canada.
